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On the cover of this Town Report appears the pic- 
ture of the Town Hall which was built in 1924 ata 
cost of approximately $250,000.00, in which is 
located the Town Offices on the first floor, moving 
picture theatre on,the second with a seating capac- 
ity of 1,500, on the top floor the court room where 
the Superior Court of Grafton County holds its regu- 
lar January sittings. In the basement is the dining 
hall and dance hall. This building is one of the out- 
standing Town Halls in the State and has proved a 
great asset to the Town as moving pictures whicn 
under the control of the Lebanon Village Improve- 
ment Society have paid the Town a rental around 
$7,000 a year besides turning over their net profits 
to the Town which for the past three years have 
amounted to $10,000 yearly. 


The scene on the back cover is of the Park which 
is noted all over the country for its beauty. To any 
one coming to Lebanon the first time, especially in 
the spring and summer, its beauty always lives in 
their memory. 


The scene in the center of the report is of Mas- 
coma Lake located partly in Lebanon and partly in 
Enfield. The Lake has many attractive cottages, good 
beaches, an ideal place for a vacation either in sum- 
mer or winter as it is very easily accessible from this 
village.

You are hereby notified to meet at the Town 
Hall in said town on the Second Tuesday of March 
next at 9 o’clock in the forenoon to act upon the 
following subjects: 


First—To see if the town will vote to accept the 
report of the Budget Committee and vote to adopt 
their recommendation as printed. 


Second—To raise such sums of money as may be 
necessary to defray town charges for the ensuing 
year. 


Third—To raise such sums of money as may be 
necessary for the construction and repair of high- 
ways and bridges for the ensuing year. 


Fourth—To see what sums of money the town 
will vote to raise for the construction and repairs of 
sewers and sidewalks for the ensuing year. 


Fifth—To see what sums of money the town 
will vote to raise for the improvement of the ceme- 
teries of the town. 


Sixth—To see what sums of money the town 
will vote to raise for the proper observance of Me- 
morial Day. 


Seventh—To see what sums of money the town 
will vote to raise to provide free Hospital Service 
for needy people or act thereon. 


Eighth—To see what sum of money the town 
will vote to raise to assist in the work of the Visiting 
Nurse Association. 
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Ninth—To see what sum of money the town will 
vote to raise for the benefit of the West Lebanon 
Library. 


Tenth—To see what sum of money the town will 
vote to raise for the benefit of the Lebanon Public 
Library. 


Eleventh—To see if the town will vote to raise 
the sum of one hundred dollars to hire Eldridge 
Park for a playground, or act thereon. 


Twelfth—To see if the town will continue the 
inspection of milk and raise money therefor. 


Thirteenth—To see if the town will take any 
action in regard to control of the White Pine Blister 
Rust, and raise money for same. 


Fourteenth—To see if the town will vote to ac- 
cept State Aid Construction of Class 5 road and raise 
the sum of $939.92 for the same. The state to con- 
tribute the sum of $3,759.70. 


Fifteenth—To see if the town will vote to raise 
and appropriate the sum of $735.00 for the issuance 
and distribution of printed matter calling attention 
to the resources and natural advantages of the towns 
in the Dartmouth-Lake Sunapee Region in coopera- 
tion with other towns in said region. Said sums to 
be expended under the direction of the executive 
committee of the Dartmouth-Lake Sunapee Regional 
Association. 


Sixteenth—To see if the town will vote to raise 
the sum of $3,500.00 to be expended for the Leban- 
on Recreation Development. 


Seventeenth—To see if the town will vote to 
authorize the Selectmen to hire money in anticipa- 
tion of taxes. 


Eighteenth—On petition of ten or more legal 
voters to see if the town will vote to extend the sew- 
er system from the end of Hanover Street to the end 
of water main on so-called Mount Support Road, and 
the end of water main on Hanover Road, and raise 
and appropriate the sum of six thousand eight hun- 
dred ($6,800.00) dollars therefor. 
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Nineteenth—On petition of ten or more legal 
voters to see if the town will vote to construct and 
maintain a sewer on Water Street between Davis 
Street and Valley Street connecting with the sewer 
now on Davis Street; and to raise and appropriate 
money for the same. 


Twentieth—To see if the town will vote to dis- 
continue the road leading from the 4th N. H. Turn- 
pike near Stony Brook Filling Station to the inter- 
section of the 4th N. H. Turnpike at the new bridge 
near Mascoma. Said road known as the River Road. 


Twenty-First—To see if the town will vote to

Gentlemen: 


In accordance with your instructions, we 
have audited the accounts and records of the Town 
of Lebanon for the year ended January 31, 1938. Our 
audit consisted of a verification of the assets and 
liabilities of the town, and a review of the operations 
of the town and its several departments. 


Comments 


Assets and liabilities, as set forth in the ac- 
companying balance sheet were verified to our sat- 
isfaction. Notices were sent to all delinquent tax- 
payers showing the balances due the town for all 
uncollected taxes as they appeared on the tax col- 
lector’s record. 

The miscellaneous accounts receivable con- 
sisted of the following items: 


Due for Sale of Cemetery $ 980.00 
Due for Insurance Refund 70.00 
Due from Tax Collector 68.42 
Due from Town Clerk 19.81 
Due for Sale of Supplies (Estimate) 250.00 

$1,388.23 


All receipts as recorded in the records of 
the Selectmen were found to be properly accounted 
for and vouchers were on hand to support all dis- 
bursements recorded by them. 


The Town Treasurer’s records of receipts 
and payments corresponded with those of the Select- 
men. All cancelled checks were seen and were 
checked to the disbursements entered in the Select- 
men’s record of payments. The balance on hand was 
reconciled with the statement from the depository. 


Proceeds from auto permits and dog 
licenses were properly recorded and remitted by the 
Town Clerk. 
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The tax collector’s warrant book for the 
current year was added and the total taxes shown 
were all accounted for either by collections, abate- 
ments or in uncollected balances. The uncollected 
balances as shown by last year’s report were also 
reconciled. 


We satisfied ourselves that all of the in- 
come from trust funds that should have been received 
was received. All disbursements as recorded were 
found to be supported by proper vouchers and re- 
ceipts. The balances of funds on deposit in savings 
banks were verified by correspondence or directly 
with the bank itself. 


The cemetery and library accounts were 
also found to be properly kept. Disbursements were 
supported by adequate vouchers and balances on 
hand were reconciled with statements from the de- 
pository. 


Receipts recorded in the warrants of the 
Municipal Court were properly entered in the cash 
book. Items were found onthe cash book to cor- 
respond with the cancelled checks though some dis- 
bursements are apparently made in cash. 


The system of accounting in the Select- 
men’s office requires revision in order to make it sim- 
pler to operate and more productive of complete and 
accurate information. A combination of two sys- 
tems, it has the advantages of neither, and is confus- 
ing even to those who are most familiar with it, al- 
though the accounts are correctly stated.

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HEALTH OFFICER’S REPORT 


Again we can claim that Lebanon is on the list of 
healthy Towns in New Hampshire. No Typhoid Fever 
or Diptheria cases have been reported and although 
there were Forty-Nine cases of Scarlet Fever, re- 
ported, it was of such a mild form that there were no 
deaths and but few that were very sick. The Doctors 
have reported Three cases of Measles, Four of 
Whooping Cough, Five of Septic Sore Throat, Four 
of Undulent Fever, and about the usual number of 
Chicken Pox and German Measles, and Ten cases of 
Veneral diseases. There were Three serious cases of 
Meningitis, with Two deaths. resulting. The question 
of the disposal of waste and garbage is still a serious 
one, for no less than Twenty ‘‘Dumps’’, have been 
reported, located in every part of the Town, the 
worst one being at the entrance to Glenwood Ceme- 
tary. Notices have been posted at all these places, 
and the parties as far as possible, notified to stop 
using them, and in some cases, a threat of prosecu- 
tion, was the only way it could be stopped. 

I wish at this time to thank the School Nurse, Miss 
Campbell, for the excellent cooperation she has giv- 
en me, in this work, and all, who have in any way 
assisted me, in my duties as your Health Officer.

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REPORT OF MILK INSPECTOR 


The Town of Lebanon is purchasing more Pas- 
teurized milk each year and this milk is safer for 
consumption only when properly pasteurized—The 
heating does destroy some of the Vitamins. 

A great many herd owners are now signing up 
with the State and Government for the Bang’s Dis- 
ease Test—this test renders the milk, in the raw 
state, preferable to the milk from the untested herds 
—from the Undulent Fever. standpoint. 

The Undulent Fever question may be controlled 
in either of these ways: by using a properly pasteur- 
ized milk or milk from a Bang’s free herd. 

The danger of Bovine Tuberculosis is very slight 
as all herds in New Hampshire are Tuberculin 
tested. 

A considerable amount of testing for Bovine Mas- 
titis is being done each year and Mastitis is, In many 
cases, the.cause of high Bacteria count and the Isola- 
tion Treatment of the animals is very important from 
the Public Health standpoint. 

We have a number of milk producers from out the 
state who require a great amount of attention. These 
producers deliver in many cases for a few months 
only and then sell to some one else. 

The production of milk as a whole is being car- 
ried on in a careful manner and the producer’s co- 
operation is appreciated.

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REPORT OF OVERSEER OF POOR 


From January 1, 1987 to December 31, 1937 or- 
ders were made in this office for Town Direct Relief 
cases and Town Boarding Adults to the amount of 
$21,059.24. This does not include special forms of 
relief such as Boarding Children, Old Age Assist- 
ance, etc., which are paid through the Selectmen’s 
office. 

During the year the Overseer has bought, at very 
low wholesale prices, the following: Clothing $46.00, 
Garden Seeds $17.92, and Bedding $54.00. Then 
these items are given to clients. Transfers are made 
against the original purchase, which then become a 
regular Town or County charge. 

The expense of Administration was $2,693.80. 
This includes the Overseer’s salary of $1,200.00. 

From January 1, 19387 to April 1, 1937, the State 
reimbursed 50% on Direct Relief and some Admin- 
istrative costs. From April to September the Towns 
and Counties of the State bore the entire costs of re- 
lief, then on September 1, the new relief law granted 
a 20% refund, which will end, for lack of funds, by 
April. 

County orders from January 1, 1937 to December 
31, 19387 for County Direct Relief and miscellaneous 
expenses on County Boarding Adults were made for 
$24,656.69. Bills for board and care of County 
Boarding Adults, Boarding Children, Old Age Assist- 
ance, etc., are paid through the County Commission- 
ers’ office.
